The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not 
teach, disclose nor make obvious the claimed method for treating tinnitus induced by 
cochlear excitotoxicity in a human, the method comprising administering to the human a 
therapeutically effective amount of ketamine effective to suppress or reduce NMDA 
receptor mediated aberrant activity of the auditory nerve in the human in need of such 
treatment and correlating the administration of ketamine with a reduction in tinnitus and 
with suppressed or reduced NMDA receptor mediated aberrant activity of the auditory 
nerve. 

Applicants' amendments and remarks submitted February 16, 2010 have been 
entered and considered. The declaration filed in January 7, 2010 have been received 
and considered. The amendments and remarks are persuasive to place the application 
in condition for allowance. 

The Information Disclosure Statements filed February 10, 2010, January 7, 2010 
and May 19, 2009 have been considered. The references alone or in combination form 
do not teach nor suggest methods as those instantly claimed.
